Librach said he was arrested 
at 10:30 p.m. Sept. 9 on a war- 
rant charging him with theft 
of parts and labor from a St. 
James (Mo.) garage. His father- 
in-law and mother-in-law were 
prepared to furnish his $1000. 
bond, he said, but Litzinger did 
not receive the bond until 9:30 
a.m. the next day. 

The charge, 
brach’s refusal to pay a $153 | 
mechanic's bill, was dismissed | 
at a preliminary hearing Sept. | 
26 by Magistrate Sam Hess of | 
Rolla, Mo., who held it was | 
not a cause for criminal ac-. 
tion. Librach had stopped pay- 
ment on a check to the garage, 
claiming the work was unsatis- 
factory. 

Couldn't Be Persuaded. 

Magistrate William H. Preiss 
and Librach’s uncle, former 
State Representative Max M. 
Librach, both called Litzinger 
at home but were unable to 
persuade him to release Jerry 
Librach on bond. 

It has been the practice in 
previous administrations in the 
sheriff's office to permit de- 
fendants to furnish bond when 
arrests are made on warrants. 

Sheriff Litzinger is under 
investigation for charging both 
the state and _ . professional 
bondsmen for return of bail 
jumpers to St. Louis county 
jurisdiction. Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Edward W. Garnholz has 
stated he will take action 
against the sheriff either by 
an ouster suit or by seeking 
grand jury indictments. 

Max Librach, an attorney 
with offices at 122 North Sev- 
enth street, said he accom- 
panied his nephew's parents- 
in-law to the county jail. They 
had tax receipts showing the 
assessed valuation of their 
property and were prepared to 
swear to the value of their 
equity, he said. 

Bond Set at $1090. 

“I called Magistrate Preiss 
at: his home,” Librach said. 
“He set the bond at $1000 and 
said he would call the sheriff 
for permission to bond my 
nephew out 

“He called me back and said 
he had called Litzinger and 
had been refused. He said, ‘I 
cant do anything with the 
sheriff. He says the man has 
to stay in the jail all night.’” 

Preiss, asked about the case, 
said he recalled that Librach | 
was not admitted to bond dur- 
ing the night. 

Max Librach said he also 
called Litzinger at home. 

“The Sheriff declined to al- 
low my nephew to make bond,”

AGREE TOCONNECT 
POWER SYSTEMS

LONDON, Nov. 19—Britain 
and France have agreed to link 
their electricity systems, and 
the project is expected to be 
completed in early 1961, Regi- 
nald Maudling, the paymaster 
general, told the House of 
Commons yesterday. 

The cost will be about $11,- 
290,000, which will be split by 
the two countries. Maudling 
estimated the total annual say- 
ing for both at 300,000 ‘($840,- 
000). What makes the project 
economically feasible is that 
the times of these demands 
vary. The British peak is be- 
tween 8 and 9 o'clock in the 
morning and that in France 
several hours later. 

Seasonal factors differ also. 
The hydro-electric stations that 
supply much of France’s power 
lack water in the late summer 
when Britain’s coal-burning 
plants operate below capacity. 
In the winter when the British 
system is overloaded, France 
has more than enough water to 
power its turbines. 

Britain will build a terminal 
station at Dungeness in Kent, on 
the English channel. The pow- 
er is to be exchanged through

Twelve firemen suffered 
from smoke inhalation today 
when fighting a stubborn fire 
in a building housing a grocery 
and meat market at 1227-31 
North Thirteenth street. 


Two firemen, Privetes Wal-” 
ter F. Sawicki of Engine Com- * 


pany 9 and Jack L. Unger of 
Engine Company 32, were 
treated at City Hospital. Ten 
others were given oxygen at 
the scene and returned to 
duty. 

Rolling clouds of heavy 
gray-brown smoke _ seriously 
handicaped firemen in com- 


batting the fire and made it 
difficult for some persons to 
éscape from the store. How- 
ever, 18 to 20 employes and 
customers apparently escaped 
without injury. 

Joseph Lograsso, owner of 
both the store and the build- 
ing, said: “The store filled so 
suddenly with smoke that 
everyone fled immediately I 
didn’t even take time to pick 
up $1200 that was in the cash 
registers and safe.’ 

Twenty-two pieces of fire 
fighting equipment were at the 
scene. 

Firemen said the three-alarm 
fire apparently resulted from 
the overheating of an electric 
motor located in the basement 
of the one-story brick building 
and used to operate refrigera- | 
ting equipment in meat coolers. 

S. C. Patton, a store employe, 
said the motor had been shut 
off after employes had smelled 
an odor resulting from its over- 
heating. About 10 minutes 
later, he said, the store sud- 
denly filled with smoke. 

Patton said dense smoke and 
heat prevented him from es- 
caping through a rear door. 
He then made his way safely 
to the front door although, he 
said, the store was filled with 
dense smoke that made it im- 
possible for him to see. Fire- 
men were forced to use gas 
masks to penetrate the chok- 
ing fumes. 

Lograsso said cartons of 
canned goods, paper and wood- 
en boxes were stored in the 
basement. 

He was unable to estimate 
the amount of damage imme- 
diately, but valued the build- 
ing at $60,000 and contents 
of the store at $40,000. The 
building was part of a row 
of structures housing stores.

Secretary Indicates 
I.R.B.M.s Will Not 
Be Operational Until 
End of 1958—Talks 
About Tunisia.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 — 
The United States is consider- 
ing establishing several stock- 
piles of nuclear weapons in 
Europe in connection with a 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation network of intermediate 
range ballistic missile bases, 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles said today. 


Dulles said he thought the 
missiles, designed for a range 
of about 1500 miles, might be 
available in operational quan- 
tities by the end of next year. 

The atomic stockpiles would 
contain much more than war- 
heads for the intermediate mis- 
siles, Dulles told his news con- 
ference. He pointed out that 
United States forces in Europe 
are equipped with a large va- 
riety of nuclear weapons. 

Replying to a question, 
Dulles said he “believed” the 
United States has nuclear war- 
heads stored in Canada now 
as part of the distant early 
warning continental defense 
eee Shortly after Dulles's 
conference had ended, Cana- 
dian Prime Minister Diefen- 
baker said in Ottawa that 
Dulles must have been mistak- 
en or misquotes 

The State Department, in 
the official conference tran- 
script made public early in the 
afternoon, revised Dulles's re- 
marks to stress the fact that 
Dulles was not sure of the ex- 
istence of the nuclear war- 
heads in Canada and that such 
weapons “‘could be” used to re- 
inforce the DEW line if satis- 
factory arrangements could be 
made with Canada. 

For Use of NATO Forces. 

The European stockpiles 
mentioned by Dulles would 
contain atomic materials desig- 
nated for the use of NATO 
forces in the event of war. 
Dulles said the warheads would 
remain in technical custody of 
the United States, as in the 
Canadian arrangement and in 
an agreement with Britain 

Told of reports that some 
European nations were taking 
the position that IRBM bases 
were undesirable because they 
would in effect make targets 
of the countries in which the 
bases were located Dulles said 


the bases would not be forced 
on any country that did not 
want them. He added, how- 
ever, that Lt. Gen. Lauris Nor- 
stad, supreme NATO comman- 
der, had said recently the 
bases were much _§ desired. 
Dulles said also that the Allies 
would have a very consider- 
able part in management of 
the bases. 

The United States, Dulles 
continued, would like to make 
continental European arrange- 
ments for the bases similar 
to the British agreement of 
last spring. The first ap- 
proaches would be made 
through Norstad, not with in- 
dividual nations. he said. but 


since NATO is not technically 
a legal body final agreements 
would have to be worked out 
with each member country.

Proposal to Prevent | 


Evasions Can Be En- 
acted Without Char- 
ter Amendment. 


Comptroller John H. Poelker 
said today he will press for 
establishment of a central city 
tax record system: to prevent 
evasion of municipal levies, 
after being advised by the city 
counselor’s office that the pro- 


posed plan can be put into ef- | 
fect without charter amend- | 


ment. 

Poelker said he will ask the 
Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment to recommend that 
the Board of Aldermen enact 
an ordinance authorizing crea- 
tion of the central tax index 
system in the Comptroller's 
office. 

Under the plan, a central file 
would be set up to maintain 
and correlate records of all 
taxes paid by business men and 
firms. The records would cover 
property, earnings and mer- 
chants and manufacturers |li- 
cense taxes. 

Such a system, the Comptrol- 
ler asserted, would provide an 
immediate check to determine 
whether all .taxes had been 
paid in full. At present, these 
taxes are handled by three 
separate offices which maintain 
their own records. 

Proposed in 1955. 

Establishment of the central 
tax record system was proposed 
by Poelker after a 1955 tax sur- 
vey made for Mayor Raymond 
R. Tucker indicated sharp dis- 
crepancies in the amounts of 
sales and the valuations of in- 
ventories and equipment re- 
ported for license tax purposes, 


as against those for earnings | 


taxes. 

In addition, there have been 
allegations that some employes 
of License Collector Joseph T. 
(Juggyv) Hayden, who adminis- 
ters the merchants and manu- 
facturers license taxes, solicit- 
ed or received bribes from 
business men seeking reduc- 
tions in their levies. 


A special audit of license tax | 
returns in Hayden's office was | 


started yesterday by five 
clerks under the direction of 
Poelker. Information contained 
in the returns will be com- 


pared with the earnings tax re- | 


turns of business men and 
firms, to ascertain if sales and 
inventory valuations were un- 
derstated in license tax re- 
turns. 

Circuit Attorney Thomas F. 
Eagleton, who is investigating 
reports of irregularities in 
Hayden's office, said today his 
staff will check business men 
who indicated, in response to 
questionnaires, 
been asked 


to pay bribes in 


connection with their license | 


taxes. 

The circult attorney’s office 
mailed questionnaires to about 
14.000 licensed merchants and 
manufacturers asking them to 
co-operate in the inquiry, and 
to express their opinions as to 
the fairness of the license tax. 
About 3000 replies have been 
received thus far. 


Eagleton reported that “a 
few” business men checked 
“ves” in response to the ques- 


tion: “Regarding the merchants 


and manufacturers tax, has 
your company or firm ever 
been solicited or approached 


for a bribe, payoff, reward or 
other gratuity?” 

A smaller number, he said, 
checked the “yes” in response 
to the second question: “ 
Has your company or firm ever 
paid any sum of money or giv- 
en any item of merchandise to 
any person purporting to rep- 
resent any tax collection agen- 
cy of the city or state govern- 
ments?” 

Eagleton’s Comment. 


Commenting on these 
sponses, Eagleton said: 

“Of course, each of these 
cates will be checked out in- 
dividually. It may be that some 
of the people chtcked the ‘yes’ 
answer by mistake. Still others 
may have been: confused by 
the wording of the question- 
naire. and hence wrong answers 
may have resulted. 

“accuracy and amplifying 
details are needed over and 
above the mere questionnaire. 
1 urge all business men who 
have not already sent in their 
questionnaire to do so as soon 
as possible. 

“If there Is to be any con- 
structive merit to this investi- 
gation, merchants and manu- 
facturers should not only fur- 
nish us with any potential 
criminal information, but also 
voice comments and sugges- 
tions on how to improve the 
tax itself.”

I do not believe that Dr. Oppenheimer is 
a security risk, or that his association in the 
past should bar him from access to security 
information for the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion.

Gordon Davis call for a report from his com- 
mittee on Charter reform. The Sheriff's office 
can be abolished by Charter amendment, and the 
employes, including Warden Henson, made to 
qualify for their jobs on the basis of merit. 

If the Sheriff's office, the offices of the four 
Constables and the Circuit Clerk’s office were 
abolished as elective posts, their duties could be 
merged into a single bureau of legal administra- 
tion, perhaps under the Cireuit Judges. The 
county then could set up certain minimum quali- 
fications for this kind of employment. That 
might end.the smoke that has hung over the 
office of county Sheriff for the last several years.

Moscow’s ICBM and Our Snark 

Soviet Russia's flat claim that its armed forces 
now are equipped with intercontinental ballistic 
missiles'ts impressive. The best that the United 
States can offer in this field is the conduct of 
successful tests with the intermediaté range bal- 
listic missile, plus the firing of an Air Force 
Snark on a target 5000 miles away. 

If Moscow's claim, made by Soviet Fleet, a De- 
fense Ministry periodical, is true—and its claims 
in the past involving the atomic and hydrogen 
bombs and successful testing of the ICBM proved 
true—it means that the Russians have a missile 
which can hit a target 5000 miles away with an 
error of not more than 10 miles. It means their 
missile travels at something like 15,000 miles an 
hour and so is immune to interceptor planes and 
anti-aircraft missiles. 

The Snark, which the Air Force has been 
proudly alluding to for many months, is in no 
sense a comparable weapon. The Snark is sim- 
ply an unmanned jet plane that flies at 600 to 700 
miles an hour. The present anti-aircraft defenses 
are good against it. Redar can pick up the 
Snark. Interceptor planes, which now fly at close 
to twice the Snark’s speed, can shoot it down.

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A Goal Set None Too Early 

C. Douglas Dillon, Deputy Under Secretary of 
State, deserves warmest commendation on his 
proposal that Congress extend for five years the 
tariff powers of the President under the Trade 
Agreements Act.. If he is speaking for the Eisen- 
“hower Administration, and surely Mr. Dillon is, 
then the White House is planning to suppért 
reciprocal trade more strongly in the 1958 ses- 
sion of Congress than in any session since Mr. 


_ Eisenhower became President. 


The Trade Agreements Act, passed first in 
1934 under the impetus of the late Cordell Hull, 
has been extended 10 times. In the Republican 
Congress elected with President Eisenhower in 
1952, it was extended for a year, and re-extended 
for a year in 1954. In 1955, the Democratic Con- 
gress extended the law for three years and this 
longer extension runs out next June 30. 

Although there is little danger that a law so 
meritorious will be allowed to expire, it. will 
take positive support over the country to cause 
Congress to extend the act for five years. ' Yet 
new considerations make five years a reasonable 
minimum for extension. 

As Mr. Dillon pointed out, the new European 
economic community becomes effective next Jan- 
uary. The negotiations for tariff adjustments 
between the European community nations and 
other countries, including the United States, will 
take time. The assurance that the United States 
would be a certain pafticipant for five years 
would be of much assistance to the economists 
and diplomats who must work out these im- 
portant international accommodations.

‘Very Encouraging’ 

If Adlai E. Stevenson found his first talk with 
Secretary Dulles “very encouraging,” the coun- 
try will find it so as well. 

This relationship is so very delicate, and beset 
with hazards from so many sides, that it might 
blow up at any minute. Gov. Stevenson is criti- 
cized by some Democrats for having anything at 
all to do with the Administration. He is criti- 
cized by some Republicans for failing to become 
a full-fledged Administration apologist the mo- 
ment he agreed to consult. It will not be easy 
to steer a middle course—to help without losing 
independence, to advise without. becoming a 
facade for failure. But that is what Gov. Steven- 
son is trying to do. 

Putting polities aside, and looking solely at 
the national interest, Gov. Stevenson deserves 
the highest commendation for trying. If it is a 
fact that Secretary Dulles now recognizes the 
need for fresh ideas in approaching the relation- 
ship with our allies, and if he is also ready to 
recognize that his own staff cannot supply those 
ideas, he does well to turn to the 1952 and 1956 
Democratic nominee. 

Mr. Dulles can do much to make or break 
the success of the consultation by the extent to 
which he is receptive to Gov. Stevenson's think- 
ing. Should he create the impression, instead, 
that he is mainly interested in drawing upon the 
respect in which our allies hold Gov. Stevenson, 
in order to replenish his own depleted bank ac- 
count in this particular, the value of this consu]- 
tation will evaporate. And that would be tragedy 
for the nation. 

Gov. Stevenson's statement on arriving in 
Washington suggests how much change in policy 
would be needed if Mr. Dulles were to make 
full use of his advice. Gov. Stevenson believes 
NATO needs strong political development, not 
merely military and scientific co-operation. 
While he fayors a powerful defense, he thinks 
the main Soviet threat fs not now one of armed 
aggression but of political and economic in{fi!- 
tration.

Decline in Employment 


While the district as a whole showcd 
primarily minor changes in the struc- 
ture of industry, particular areas with- 
in the district have experienced 
marked shifts in the types of manu- 
facturing activity. Perhaps one of the 
outstanding shifts has been the con- 
tinued migration of the apparel and 
shoe industry from St. Louis to the 
smaller cities of the district, 

The St. Louis metropolitan area is 
one of the nation’s older manufactur- 
ing centers which, in the postwar pe- 
riod, has grown less rapidly than the 
rest of the nation. 

Manufacturing in the metropolitan 
area, employing 274,000 in 1956 and 
accounting for about one third of the 
district total, increased only 5 per 
cent from 1947 compared with an ad- 
vanee of 11 per cent for the nation. 
Furthermore, the gain occurred from 
1947 to 1953; since then total employ- 
ment has declined slightly. 

Defense requirements of the nation 
have had a major impact on the area. 
Increased outlays far defense equip- 
ment have in sharp gains in 
output of aircraft. Employment at Mc- 
Donnelj Aircraft Corp., now the area's 
largest firm, increased from 3300 in 
1947 to 27,100 in 1957. 


Auto Production to Increase 


Ordnance production also reflects 
the changing defense needs. Employ- 
ment .in F2 Laks ree ee in- 
creased rply g the Korean 
period, reaching a peak of 17,700 in 
August 1953. However, defense re- 
quirements were reduced thereafter 
and now only about $900 are at work. 

Automobile and parts production 
has also increased substantially, with 
an additional assembly plant and ex-

Oil refining also increased substan- 
tially faster from 1947 to 1957 in the 
St. Louis area than in the nation.

The primary metals industry also 
increased output less rapidly than na- 
tionally despite a substantial jump in 


machinery industries. Some non- 
electrical machinery plants in the St. 
Louis area have been closed and sev- 
eral firms have established branch 
plants in other district cities. 


As indicated earlier, lower wage 
rates in the smaller cities of the dis- 
trict have attracted apparel and shoe 
plants from higher wage areas. About 
9000 fewer fersons are now employed 
in these two industries in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area than in 1947, as a 
result of the transfer of operations 
out of the area. Despite this, in 1956 
firms in and arou St. Louis pro- 
duced 16 per cent of the national total. 


Railroad eguipment manufacturing 
in the St. Louis area has declined as 
plants have been closed or have 
shifted production to different goods. 
The gecline reflects the general shift 
to other forms of transportation. 


In Missouri and Illinois 


As a result of the shifting pattern 
of manufacturing activity in the St. 
Louis area, durable goods production 
now constitutes a larger proportion of 
the total than formerly. The number 
employed in durable goods manufac- 
turing rose from 48 per cent of the 
total in 1947 to 57 per cent in 10956.

According 
to the “10 Secrets of Bowl- 
ing” by Don Carter in the 
current Sports Illustrated, 
bending the little finger (or 
pinky) under when gripping 
the ball is his “secret 
weapon.” 

Because this is the most 
easily copied part of Car- 
ter’s distinctive style of 
bowling, it probably will be 
the most imitated. Crooking 
the little finger creates a 
cushion for the ball, reliev- 
ing strain on the fingers and 
increasing accuracy, he says. 

Like most of Carter’s tech- 
nique on the approach, this 
pinky bending was self-de- 
veloped. It was how he | 
gripped the ball when he 
started out and he has never 
changed. A leathery callous 
on the knuckle indicates 
many bowling balls have slid 
off the Carter hand, but this 
callous has never bothered 
him in heavy tournament 
play. 

He learned after he had 
bowled this way for several 
years that the late Otto 
Stein, the first St. Louisan 
to win the national match 
game championship, also 
bent his little finger.

TWASHINGTON, Nov. 19 — 
The nation’s colleges and uni- 
versities are “suffering a seri- 
ous deterioration in the qual- 
ity of their instructional staffs,” 
and the teaching of science at 
the college level has been hard- 
est hit, the National Education 
Association reported today. 

It ss becuming increasingly 
difficult for institutions of 
higher learning to attract quali- 
fied teachers, primarily because 
of the competition of higher- 
paid industry jobs, the asso- 
ciation said. 

“Colleges and universities do 
not now have the resources to 
do the job the nation expects 


of them.” William G. Carr, 
executive secretary of the 
N.E.A., said in a statement 


accompanying the report. 

“If they continue to be 
priced out of the market, the 
quality of the educational serv- 
ice they render wili deterio- 
rate at the very moment it 


should be further strenghtened. | 


“On many campuses, the 
only course open will be to 
lower standards and thus con- 
cede the necessity for accept- 
ing a lower quality of teaching 
performance.” 

The study, made by the 
N.E.A.’s research division with 
financial assistance from the 
Fund for the Advancement of 
Education, found that colleges

degrees ‘as 1% rs ago 
these few kradtiates are ‘turh- 
ing their backs Ps teaching and 
heading for jobs in business 
and industry,” 
clared. 

“Fewer and fewer of the 
new doctor's degrée graduates 
have—peen joining the teach- 
ing ranks in colleges and uni- 
versities during the past four 
years,” the report stated. 


Of the graduates with Ph.D. 
degrees in chemistry, three out 
of every four who take new 
jobs on graduation go into 
fields other than education, the 
survey showed. Three out of 
every five new Ph.D. holders 
in physics and the other phy- 
sical sciences “take the same 
path.” 

As an indication of the low- 
ered academic rating of col- 
lege teachers, the survey noted 
that in the academic year 
1956-57, 23.5 per cent of the 
new full-time college teachers 


had the Ph.D. degree. Four 
years ago, 31.4 per cent of 
the new college instructors 


were Ph.Ds 


In all the teaching fields, 
including the humanities as 
well as the sciences, 
of every three new Ph.D. grad- 
uates “bypasses teaching for 
another career” and “this 
means that colleges take sec- 
ond-best when they recruit new 
teachers,” Ray C. Maul, author 
of the study, said. 

The study found that the 
number of new full-time col- 
lege faculty members who do 
not have the master’s degree 
is increasing. Four years ago, 
18 per cent of all college 
teachers did not have a mas- 
ter’'s degree. In 1956-57, this 
figure had climbed to more 
than 23 per cent.

“THE PRESIDENT SAT on the rostrum. He is a free- 


wheeling The left leg is crossed over the right; 
wen the over the left; the head cocks to listen to 
man on his right, Dr. Norman Vincent Peale; the arms 

| fold; the legs move under 

the chair, the feet poised 


on toes; the hands are 
on the knees. Mr. Eisen- 
hower was suddenly 
shocked to full attention 
by the speaker. 

The man at the lectern 
was John Edgar Hoover. 
He had just said, to thun- 
derous applause, that the 
Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation had never, in its 
50-year history, given a 
gold badge to any except 
qualified agents, but that, 
just this once, the bureau 
was going to give one to 
the President of the Unit- 
ed States. The surprise 
on Mr. Eisenhower's face 
was as bright and genu- 
ine as a freshly minted 
dime. 

Out front were the policemen who, on this morning, 
would be graduated from the FBI National Academy. They 
were from all parts of the United States—Puget Sound to 
Puerto Rico; Butte to Biloxi. The President smiled sheep- 
ishly and bounced to his feet. He looked back toward his 
aidg with a who-is-holding-out-secrets-on-me expression.

THE BADGE will go among the President's mementos. 
Like the world globe in his office, it will occupy a special 
place. When Eisenhower was a general, he gave that globe 
to President Truman. On the day that the general became 
President, he was surprised to see the globe in the White 
House office. On it was a second plaque, presenting it to 
the new President of the United States from the old. 

Mr. Eisenhower talked about policemen. He talked 
without notes and he talked rapidly, as though it required 
no extensive thinking to tell these officers out front— 
police ‘chiefs, sergeants, FBI agents, Secret Service men— 


~ how he felt about law enforcement.

I was particularly interested because my father was 
a police lieutenant and my mother’s father was a patrol- 
man. Grandpa retired in 1913 on a pension of $12.50 a 
week. Dad quit in 1933 on a pension of $37.50 a week. 


I AM not one of those whe weeps for police- 
men, They have always been underpaid and noth- 
ing that I write is going to change it. And yet, 
in the same breath, I subscribe to the President's 
thought, which is that a law enforcement officer 
should not only be above suspicion in his own dis- 
trict, but in his own heart as well. 


WE USED to kid grandpa. We called him the non- 


’ arresting cop because he believed that a touch of his 


nightstick on a posterior cured all criminal tendencies on 
Dad was different. He started 25 years later, 
and he believed in the scientific approach to all problems. 


_ He was opposed to flat feet and heads in uniform; he 


favored the psychology of interrogation over the use of the 
fist; he fought for greater security for the policeman and 
his family. 

He’s been retired almost a quarter of a century and 
now there is a new breed of policeman. This one studies. 
When he is off duty, he attends law school, majors in 
philosophy, takes courses in mathematics and police pro- 


4 cedure. The new crop of policemen seem to be more and 
- more like the FBI agent: intelligent, unobtrusive, modest, 


well dressed, well versed in the social graces, as interested 
in getting the innocent out of trouble as he is in tossing 
the guilty into jail. 


THEY aren't all like this. There are bad cops, 
just as there are bad judges and bad ministers. 
The pleasing thing is that, as time goes on, there 
are fewer bad ones. 


THE PRESIDENT talked on and, when he finished, he 
thanked all of the officers for his gold shield. They stood 
to applaud. He bowed and sat and the men continued to 
applaud, not because of his office, but because his remarks 
about policemen had convinced them that he knew what 
he was talking about. He looked surprised again and stood 
and took another bow. 

The day of the flatfoot is gone. In the old days, a man 
got a job on the force (1) because he knew a politician; 
(2) because he wasn't qualified for any other job; (3) be- 
cause he was a misfit who ached for authority. This is no 
longer true, except in tiny towns where an examination is 
not necessary before appointment. 


Today there are 3452 policemen around the country 
who have studied at the FBI Academy in Washington. It 
was not necessary to their jobs. They had to get leaves of 
absence to attend; they had to pay their carfare, pay for 
a furnished room, pay for their meals in order to remain 
in Washington. 

These are the finest.

TELEVISION CRITIC JOHN CROSBY is the most re- 
cent newspaperman to challenge his confereres and the one- 
eyed monster, Joan Crawford’s description of the camera 
lems. Crosby, whose literate opinions have wounded and em- 


braced the deserving, was 
the recipient of hafsh ap- 
praisats from some of his 
fellows ... This is to 
console him with drama 
critic George Jean Na- 
than’s quotes: “Far from 
log-rolling, ‘the records, 
with few exceptions, 
show that when local 
critics (and others of the 
theoretical fraternity) 
have written plays and 
had them produced, the 
reception accorded them 
has been for the most 
part anything but over- 
friendly. In certain in- 
stances, indeed, it has 
even been unnecessarily 
hostile, as was to be ex- 
pected from the preju- 
~ dice of many eritics 
. WALTER WINCHELL against one of their craft 
with bravado enough to 
exercise his wings in a craft apart.” Incidentally, when 
critic Wolcott-Gibbs challenged his fellow sharpshooters 
with “Season in the Sun,” Nathan expressed enthusiasm 
for the play. However, he recalled that when Gibbs re- 
viewed one of his books, he had stressed his (Nathan's) 
flaws as a critic. Nathan concluded with a typical thrust: 
“When I report favorably on the bounder’s play, it may 
be he is right and that, as a critic, I have all the short- 
comings he says I have.” 


AS ANOTHER case in point, there was “King of 
Hearts,” directed by reviewer Walter Kerr ((and co- 
authored by Mrs. Kerr), which was more popular with the 
public than critics. Mrs. Kerr later observed: “I played it 
smart, I let Walter direct it instead of review it.” 

The exception to the rule was G. B. Shaw, a great 
critic and a greater dramatist. Shaw, however, never 
ceased being a critic. He explained: “As a playwright, I 
was.a critic of the human race.” 


Critics are not candidates in a popularity con- 
“test. They would rather gain respect than affection. 
~ The oft-quoted comment by reviewer John Ander- 

son stresses the foregoing: “The truth is that 
.. critics are usually right—but they are the wrong 
critics for the theater they criticize. That is one 
of the things that makes them right. That is the 
thing that makes them, necessary. Whenever the 
theater likes its critics—then it will be dead.” 


ALTHOUGH some reviewers tend to depreciate their 
life-or-death power over plays—actors, producers and play- 
wrights have no such doubts. As Herman Shumlin, the pro- 
ducer, has noted: “Throughout rehearsals and tryout on 
the road, everyone is obsessed by one thought: Will the 
New York critics like it? On opening night I don’t care if 
the actors can’t be heard in the balcony. I want them to 
play to those seven men sitting down front in the orches- 
tra.” 

Playwright Howard Teichmann; who; co-authored “The 
Solid Gold Cadillac” and the recently departed “Miss Lone- 
lyhearts,” has given a graphic description of the terror he 
experienced while challenging the critics: “I have never 
been more frightened of anything in my life.

He Relates How He Fled to Canada, but Russians Insisted He Serve T 


This is the third of a series 
of articles in which confessed 
Soviet spy Jack Soble tells the 
innermost secrets of a Red es- 
pionage ring in the United 
States of which he was a leader 
for 15 years.

IN THE SOVIET espionage 
network, the most innocent 
communication can lead to & 
trap laid by secret police 
agents. 

In June, 1942, I was in Mon- 
treal, Canada, working as fore- 
man in a bristle factory owned 
by my brother, Boris. My wife, 
Myra, and I had moved there— 
telling no one of our where- 
abouts—after arriving in the 
United States from Russia, via 
Japan, in November 1941. 


Despite my promise to Soviet 
Police Chief Lavrenti Beria to 
become his spy in America, I 
had decided to cut myself off 
completely from the past and 
begin a new, clean life in the 
free air of the New World. I 
felt secure thousands of miles 
from Moscow, 


Then came a letter from 
Amtorg, Soviet trade and pur- 
chasing mission in New York. 
It was an offer to sell bristles 
at extremely low, and attrac- 
tive prices. It sounded like a 
normal business proposal. I 
was urged to come to New 
York to examine samples. 


In New York the Amtorg 
manager, named Fomin, greet- 
ed me like a long-lost friend. 
His prices, however, were way 
out of line. The trip from Can- 
ada was a complete waste of 
time, I felt. 

Irritated and angry, I de- 
manded to know why he had 
misrepresented his prices in 
his letter. 

Instead of getting an answer, 
Fomin inquired where I was 
staying in New York. 

“What difference does that 
make?” I retorted. 

“Some people want to see 
you,” he answered. 

Puzzled, I asked for their 
names. 

“Your friends in Moscow 
who helped you come to Amer- 
ica,” he replied. “I suggest you 
do as you are told.” 

All the promises I had made 
to myself evaporated. I quickly 
acceded. 

Fomin told me to go to the 
lobby of my hotel. At 10 a.m. 
the next day. There, he said, 
I would meet a short, stocky 
man carrying a Saturday 
Evening Post in his right 
hand with his index finger 
inside the pages of the 
magazine,

I KEPT the appointment. The 
man of the given description 
evidently knew what I looked 
like, for he approached me and 
said in Russian: 


“I am Vassili Machailovitch. 
Why have you been hiding?» We 
need your services.” 

On the defensive, I ex- 
plained that I had been work- 
ing in Canada for a liveihood 
for my family. 

“It is necessary for you to 
move immediately to New York 
and live here,” he commanded. 
“There is no time to lose. You 
have no choice, comrade.” 


MEANT BUSINESS. 


Machailovitch, a repulsive 
looking man who wore glasses, 
impressed me that he meant 
business. . 

The agent, who later proved 
to be Vassili Zubilin, boss of 
all Soviet secret police rep- 
resentatives in the United 
States, gave me 96 hours to re- 
turn to Canada, get together 
my family and belongings and 
resettle in New York. 

Four days later I met Zubilin 
in the lobby of the Beacon 
Theater, in New York. I was 
given my first assignment and 
the code name “Sam.” 

Zubilin, who was operating 


Re-entry Nose Cone tor Missiles 


WHEN PRESIDENT EISEN- 
HOWER showed the nose cone 
of a missile to the American 
public he was dramatizing the 
know-how of American scien- 
tists in solving a tremendous 
problem in the space missile 
field—and one little under- 
stood by laymen. 

That problem, briefly, in- 
volves the return of a rocket 
which has been blasted into 
space. On its trip away from 
the earth the rocket would 
climb into thinner and thinner 
air until it was out of the 
atmosphere; on its return it 
must necessarily re-enter the 
atmosphere and speed through 
increasingly thicker air. 

Somewhere on that down- 
ward journey the friction of 
the air would heat the rocket 
beyond the resistance strength 
of any metal and it would flare 
and disintegrate as do the 
meteors — shooting stars — we 
see so often flashing into our 
atmosphere. 

The solution? 


American scientists found 
a double-barreled answer. 
First, they developed a nose 
cone of a blunt design set- 
ting up a shock wave which 
apparently kicks the flowing 
air away from the rocket. 
At least they theorize that 
it does; what they actually 
found by experiment was 
that a needie-nosed cone 
heats up faster than the 
blunt-nosed cone. 


Then they developed a 
material which apparently 
can stand the intense heat 
of air friction at enormous 
speeds. Actually, we have 
not been told the details of 
the material, but it is possi- 
ble to guess because some 
technological developments 
in refractory materials have 
been published. 


HAVEG INDUSTRIES, INC., 
has produced a material which 
uses inorganic silicates ‘ordi- 
nary sand is composed of sili- 
cates) held together by an 
organic binder. The mixture 
can be baked at extremely high 
temperatures and eventually it 
can resist heat corrosion; it 
does not readily conduct heat, 
and in addition quite a large 
fraction of the energy gener- 
ated by friction is reflected 
from the surface back into the

I met the three Trotsky 
agents, each at a different res- 
taurant, to get their reports. 


From them I received the 
Mames and addresses of the 
members, occurrences at meet- 
ings and activities and trends 
of the Trotskyite movement. 


A man and woman, dedi- 
cated Communists, were 
planted in the offices of the 
United 


Jewish Appeal. 
Through them 1 obtained 
secret correspondence be- 


tween Zionist leaders and 
our State Departments as well 
as reports of conversations.

From the summer of 1942 
until the end of 1944 I met 
Zubilin frequently.

In March 1944, Zubilin told

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The bidding suggested by 
the tournament committee 
goes as shown and West opens 
the king of hearts and follows 
with the ace and a small heart, 
which South trumps. Declarer 
cashes the ace-king of spades, 
eliminating that suit as an 
exit for West, and plays the 


king and ace of clubs, drawing 
trumps. 


Now declarer can lead only 
one diamond through East, as 
he has no re-entry to the 
board. Declarer leads the dia- 
mond and if East plays the six 
or the ten, South covers and 
West, winning with the king, is 
end played. West must lead a 
diamond into South’s tenace or 
play a heart, permitting de- 
clarer to ruff on the board 
and discard a diamond from 
the closed hand. South makes 
his four-club contract, losing 
two hearts and one diamond 
trick. 

East can block the end play 
by jumping up with the queen 
on the diamond lead from 
dummy. If South ducks, West 
later wins the king. If South 
takes the queen with the ace, 
he must then lead from the 
jack-nine of diamonds. Either 
way, the defense takes two 
diamond tricks for down one. 

Note that a far-sighted West 
defender could defeat declarer 
at trick two by shifting to a 
club or a spade so as not to 
assist declarer in his plan to 
eliminate the hearts.
